TO TRAVEL TO A FOREIGN LAND 
can be frightening, but Masha 
Petrova, David Fernandez 
and Sabrina Voigt are three 
students who have adjusted 
very well. 

“It was hard to adjust to lan- 
guage especially when people 
talk with different accents,” said 
15-year-old Petrova who is 
from Russia. 

German exchange student
